This has been the case i 


steadily increasing proportion ever 
since 'the outbreak of the war in Eu- 
rope. '(Scarcely a town or hamlet or 
countryside in the entire country 
that <hasn't seen scores and hundreds 
o'f its best brain and brawn drawn 
to the great centers of industry.
